Pessimistic as Time Goes on.

VIENNA, Sept. 11—(Bulletin)—The war cloud in the Balkans is today 


looming up blacker than ever. 
Diplomatic circles here are becoming more 


and more pessimistic regarding the situation and it is freely stated that un- 


less some step is taken by the powers, and that qiibkly, the near future 
will see the whole Turkish country devastated by an 
exterminating war. 


Even those who have maintained an optimistic attitude toward the affair 


are beginning to weaken and express fears that trouble far worse than any- 


thing that has yet occurred will come. 
The culmination is expected next 


week. 


This" pessimistic spirit has been added to by tha reports current yesterday 


which have not been denied, that the Bulgarian government has informally 
told the representatives of the po%vers that unless Turkey desists from her 
massacre of Christians, Bulgaria will be compelled to step in and interfere. 
A diplomat, speaking of this report, today said: 


"If this-.report is -true,_one of two things must happen within the com- 


ing week, "fiither the powers, seeing that Prince Ferdinand and his officials 
have been tried beyond endurance, will take a hand in the matter and pro- 


"pose a rew scheme foi/the pacification jof the disturbed territory or Bul- 


garia, will challenge the porte to a combat that will br- far reachirg in its 
scope and terrible in its results. This latter possibility should be avoided if 
there is any means of doing so. A war between Bulgaria and the 
porte 


would be one in which hatred would have the leading p<irt. and hatred rank- 
ling in the eastern breast would urge the fighters on to atrocities thai, would 
make the civilized world shudder Trith horror."

avert the struggle.^ In the Bulgarian army the sympathy for the Macedonians 
^s strong and nothing but a complete .Cessation of operations in Macedonia 


comdprevenfc a large "number of Bulgarian forces from joining their fate 
with that of the Insurgents. In that case Prince Ferdinand and his govern- 
ment would be forced into supporting their army and war would result 


Dispatches received from Constantinople today still tend lo minimize 


the amoatnt of suffering among the Christians of Monastir vilayet. 
. The number who have lost their lives there was dctibtless greatly exag- 


gerated by the reports of the early part of the week, but the fact still stands 
that the Turkish officials will not permit any foreigners io enter the district 
and obtain details. All that can be obtained is through Turkish and Bulgar- 
ian quarters, and one is inclined to minimize as much as the other is in- 
clined to exaggerate. There is no controverting the fact, however, that the 
Christian inhabitants have passed through an ordeal of fire and slaughter in 
which great numbers have succumbed.. The exact tigure may never be known 
but the uncertainty has as great an effect in rousing the hatred of the peo- 
ple against the porte as the knowledge of the eatent cf the massacres would.
